AND AT ONCE PROCEED TO RELIEF OF PEKIN 


British Admiral's Band Was Unable to Beach 


the Capital 


Foreign Ministers Reported with the Landing Forces. Russia 


Sends Secret Orders for Immediate Mobolization, But is Rear 


Financial Ruin. Presbyterian and Methodist Missions 


Destroyed and 160 Persons Massacred 


PORT ARTHUR, June 28-During the night 


25 detachments, four companies of Russians and 
the same number of foreigners relieved Admiral 
Seymour and brought 200 of his wounded to Tein 
Tsin. 


Chefoo, June 28—The Seymour expedition has 


been relieved, having failed to connect with Pekin. 


There is no news from Pekin. 
The Russian colonel, Schtelle, commanding the 


combined forces of 10,000 men is supposed to be 
proceeding to Pekin. 


It is estimated that 40;000 to 60,000 Chinese 


troops are now before Pekin and Boxers from all 
sections are swarming there.

The board has $40,000 worth of property there. 
The following cable was received by the Methodist Episcopal mission board 


this morning1, from Chefoo, from Rev. Mar. Brown one of their missionaries 
in the Tien Tsin district. It is of the date of June 28. 


"Mission destroyed by fire. About IffO killed, I think there is serious risk 


for family. Will return in a few days to Tien Tsin. Shall I return home. 
Will you permit?" 


By mission is meant the mission at Tien Tsin, but how much of that mis- 


sion is destroyed the home board does not know what to infer. The mission 
there is in three compounds, as they are called. One compound is of two 
missions and a church, another of a mission and a school, and, the third 
of a mission, hospital and school. Two of the compounds are on one side of 
the itream and one on another. In a.± the property of the Methodist eiisco- 
pal board there is valued at something' more than $50,000. 


Rev. Dr. A. B. Ledyard, secretary of the missionary society said: "The 
Methodist mission at Tien Tsin has been destroyed by fire and about 160 
persons killed. Presumably they werenatives, but it is not clear that even 


th-ey were native Christians, many of them may have been boxers or Chi- 
nese soldiers. The risk to families evidently is at Tien Tsin where Mr. 
Brown expects to go himself in a few days." 


Dr. Ledyard thinks none of the Methodist missionaries were among the 


killed, or Mr. Brown would certainly have mentioned the fact.

RUSSIA'S FINANCIAL STRAITS 


Death of Muravle/f and Boxer Trouble

London, June 
27—A dispatch from

death of Count Muravieff have greatly 
accentuated the difficulties of the finan- 
cial situation in Russia, which are in 
such critical state as to arouse grave 
anxiety. The black list of good firms 
failing lengthens and the sense of in- 
curity and the fear that something1 
worse is to come has caused vast sums 
to be temporarily withdrawn from the 
market. In Moscow alone, within two 
months, it is stated on good authority, 
820 million roubles, most o£ which was

lodged in tne imperial bank, without 
interest, for safety."

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THE CHINESE QUESTION 


(Views of an American Who Has 


Lived Long at Peking. 


RUSSIA'S 
* BTBOSG 
POOTHOLD. 


j»r. lowry S«y« All Other Nations, 


Especially Japan, Have Been Fore- 
stalled by Her— Partition of Empire 
'Not Yet at Uaiia— Solution of Chi- 
na's Future— Morals of CMueme. 


; The Rev. Dr. H. II. Lowry, who is 
ait American and president of the Pe- 
king university, believes that the dls- 
iuemborment of China is not yet at 
ttand, despite the steps for the repres- 
sion of the Chinese which have had to 
•be taken on account of the outrages 
.committed by the Boxers against the 
missionaries. Dr. Lowry has just ar- 
jrlved in the United States on a vaca- 
ition. He has spent the greater part of 
'his life in China. He went there 33 
jyears ago. His belief that China will 
pot be dismembered is uot simply tho 
'result of his own observations; it 'ia 
.quite in accord with the views of prao- 
jtieally all the foreign embassadors and 
(ministers there, he says. 


• "Just before leaving China," said Dr. 
|Lowry to a reporter of the New York 
ifiun, "I had a talk with the American 
minister to China, Edwin H. Conger. 
'He told me that the representatives of 
the powers had considered the matter 
in all its various phases and had reach- 
ed the conclusion that a partition of 
.China would be most undesirable, for 
it could not be done without the inevi- 
'table and long expected general war. 
You see, every nation is anxious to ob- 
jtain the yolk of the egg. Every nation 
.wants to obtain more than its competi- 
tors. Eussia, which is the strongest 
[power in the east today, is said to bo 
'behind the sudden reactionary move- 
iment, and I believe this to be true. At 
'the same time, Bussia can do nothing, 
•even with the aid of France, so long as 
'America, Great Britain and Japan act 
together." 


"Has Russia obtained so strong a 


Jfoothold in northern China as alleged?" 


"Yes; she has anticipated and fore- 


stalled all other nations, especially Ja- 
pan, which has irretrievably lost its 
opportunity to become the ruling pow- 
er of the far east Had Japan struck 
the necessary blow at Russia last year 
and had she won, she would have been 
In a position to dictate to all the world 
so far as China is concerned. 


"The Chinese are essentially a com- 


mercial and agricultural race. The 
general conception that they are all 
akin to the laundrymea so common in 
our country is absurd. China has a 
'high civilisation, with a fine literature, 
and, while Chinese methods may seem 
antiquated aad ridiculous from our 
viewpoint, yet there is much to be said 
In favor of the Couf^^ civilization. 
'For instance, there is not one line in 
all the Chinese sacred books, upon 
jwhich Chinese civilization rests and 
.which prescribe etiquette and morals, 
'which could not be read aloud before 
children. 
This is more than can be 


eaid of the sacred books of some other 
nationalities and races. But to return 
Ho the individual Chinese. He is not 
lense. On the contrary, he is an intel- 
lectual marvel in many respects. The 
greatest o«^ldental diplomats are help- 
less when face to face with the diplo- 
mats of China. 
A Chinese diplomat 


•will sit opposite to you and will lie 
jnost palpably and openly, and yet, 
knowing that every word he has ut- 
tered is a lie, you can do nothing. That 
Is why diplomacy moves so slowly to 
Peking. 


"Time and again the foreign repre- 


sentatives in Peking have thought they 
had the Chinese government cornered, 
without a loophole for escape. Never- 
theless when the crucial moment has 
arrived Chinese 'diplomacy' has ena- 
bled the government to turn a mental 
eomersault and to wiggle out of any 
and all promises made." 


"Then Chinese morality is not very 


high, judged by O«F standards?" 
' "On the contrary, China is the most 
imoral nation in the world, taken as a 
nation. Of course there are individu- 
als hi every nation that disgrace them- 
selves and their race. It is BO with 
China; but, on the whole, the Chinese 
are exceptionally moral. Sexual laxity 
Is held in far greater abhorrence in 
China than in any occidental land, and 
reverence for parents is far more gen- 
eral there than here or in Europe, as 
all the worid knows." 


i "But if China is so civilized why are 
the Chinese eo opposed to foreigners?" 


i "There has been a somewhat natural 
reaction. After the w.r of 1860 the 
nations made a great mistake in ad- 
mitting China Into the comity of na- 
tions as a civilized power. They should 
toave jtaken charge of the empire in- 
'stead, and a period of at least 100 
Syeara should have been devoted to its 
(reform. That precaution was neglect- 
ed, and the nations are now reaping 
the consequence. China as a nation 
'is wondrously and terribly conceited. 
This must always be borne in mind 
when Chinese matters are considered. 
J^lost serious International complexi- 
•ties thero have been due to this Chi- 
nese trait. 
Every time foreign vig- 


ilance Is relaxed China arrives at the 
conclusion that she has grown power- 
ful enough to dispense with foreigners, 
and unpleasant Incidents of all sorts 
ensue. 


"The mistake of 1860 might have 


teen remedied In 1895, Just after the 
Japanese war. Then Japan should 
have assumed the responsibility of 
modernizing China, but Russia inter- 
ifered, and, as a result, China, having 
recovered from her humiliation, is 
again endeavoring to throw off all for- 
eign influence." 


"Could not the progressive Li Hung 


Chnnor have intervened nt this tlm»V" 
""•"IJ IB progressive only when It suits 
We personal purposes. He has proved 
a great disappointment to many of his 
£riendfl, though he has many admirers 
•till. While enlightened in many ways, 
be is yet Chinese. But all reactionary 
Influence* combined cannot prevent tho 
gradual elimination of Chinese medfco- 
.rallsm, for the leaven is there and IB 
working. The younger generation of 
Chinese will prove tho ultimate salva- 
tion of their country, no matter what 
measures the government may take 
against them." 


"In China .worth tho trouble she is 


" "Most assuredly. It Is no secret that 
China is one of the richest mineral 
countries in the world. Valuable min- 
erals and precious stones can be found 
in many parts of the vast empire. As 
yet little mining has been done—that 
is. what we would consider mining— 
but tho minerals are there, awaiting 
the call of man. China's lands are fer- 
tile and wej£ they tilled according to 
modern methods would yield handsome 
returns, especially If properly fertiliz- 
ed. Even as it is, many, if uot most, 
of the f"i-ais In China, though tf'ey 
have been under cultivation continu- 
ously for more than a thousand years, 
still yield good crops. 
This speaks 


well for Chinese soil, if not for the 
farmer. 


"The real object of the Boxers Is said 


to be the perpetuation of the Mantchoo 
dynasty and the expulsion or death of 
every foreigner. The names of the 
leaders of the Boxers are unknown, 
for the onler is stiieSSy secret. Owing 
to the general reactionary spirit now 
prevailing the numbers of the Boxers 
are constantly increasing, and as the 
army itself is said to be in favor of 
thi^sect, the present danger to the for- 
eign contingent is much graver than is 
generally admitted. 


'•Yet China's future Is not as perplex- 


ing as might seem at first glance," con- 
tinued Dr. Lowry. 
"The solution 


which, to niy way of thinking, must 
come, is to hare the empire governed 
by a home government sanctioned and 
controlled by the nations. In that way 
alone will China ever make a lasting 
advance. I had sincerely hoped and 
expected that to Japan might fall the 
lot of modernizing Cbioa, but interna- 
tional jealousies niatw this impossible. 
As it is, we must all hope that the na- 
tions may not so far lose their heads as 
to plunge into war on account of 
China. It would be terrible and would 
be of no benefit to China. Rightly gov- 
erned and with her resources properly 
and judiciously developed, China will 
prove a tremendous factor in the 
world's affairs—commercially and oth- 
erwise." 


CHARLESTON'S WINTER FAIR 


To Display Resources an£ 


the South'* Industrial Growth. 
Charleston is engaged in diligent 


preparations for a great fair to be 
opened Dec. 1, 1901, and to continue 
until May 1, 1902. It is to be called 
the Interstate and West Indian exposi- 
tion, says the Baltimore Herald. The 
latter part of the title is added because 
it is hoped to obtain a thorough repre- 
sentation of the resources of Cuba and 
Porto Hico. The project has received 
the indorsement of the South Carolina 
legislature and the city government of 
Charleston and will have the backing 
of the leading business men of the city 
and state. 


Much encouragement has been re- 


ceived from other cities. Subscriptions 
from Baltimore already aggregate $25,- 
000. A committee of leading business 
men visited New York recently in the 
Interests of the proposed fair. The 
railroads— the Atlantic Coast line and 
the Plant system—have subscribed 
$40,000, and promises of other substan- 
tial aid have been received. The com- 
mittee will go from New York to Phil- 
adelphia, where they will meet repre- 
sentatives of the commercial bodies of 
that city by special appointment. Bos- 
ton, Washington and Chicago will also 
be canvassed to ascertain the support 
they will give the exposition. The cit- 
izens of Charleston have subscribed 
$125,000, and no trouble is anticipated 
in raising any amount that may be nec- 
essary to make the affair a success. 
The exposition will have for its chief 
aim the display of the great material 
resources of the south and to illustrate 
industrial progress, especially In the 
manufacture of textiles. 


This, it will be noted, is to be a win- 


ter fair, and the fame of Charleston as 
a delightful winter city may be relied 
upon to draw a large attendance from 
northern sections independent of the 
attractive force of a great display In 
the arts and industries. The nearness 
of Charleston to the sea, the numerous 
historic points near by, such as Fort 
Suinter, Fort Moultrie and Sullivan's 
Island, will tend to encompass a winter 
trip to the famous old southern city 
with many charms and delights.

tliffb Tribute Paid to tbe Indian Gov» 


ermuent For Urn Work In Giving 
ABulBtunce—TUoaiandu of Children 
Eaten Alive by the Jackali—Sennit 
of Missionary Work. 
Bev. Justin E. Abbott, a missionary 


of the American board who has spent 
18 years in missionary work among the 
people of India, occupied the pulpit at 
the Westminster Presbyterian church 
the other niijht. Mr. Abbott is from 
Bombay. He is an extreincJy interest- 
ing and fluent speaker, and his subject, 
the present famine of India, was one 
which be was most competent to pre- 
sent. He described with great vivid- 
ness the conditions existing hi the far- 
away country and told of the many 
horrors of the situation, says the 
Washington Post 


Mr. Abbott came to Washington from 


New York, where he had been identi- 
fied with the work of the newly form- 
ed committee of 100 of that city for the 
India relief fund, contributions for 
which are being received by the local 
press and forwarded to the New York 
committee. Mr. Abbott is desirous of 
organizing a similar committee in the 
District to co-operate with the one in 
New York. Mr. Abbott will see the 
District commissioners during his stay 
here and talk to them about the matter. 


"The cause of the famine in India," 


said the speaker, "is traceable directly 
to the lack of rain there. The rains in 
that country come irregularly. 
The 


monsoon winds blow in from the sea, 
and as these breezes strike the moun- 
tains the moisture is precipitated over 
India. 
This continues as a general 


rule for about four months. When the 
rain comes, the farmer sows his seed, 
and by October the crops are ready for 
harvesting. Seed is again sown, and in 
January the second crop is harvested. 
The entire people of India, simple in 
their habits and fare, are thus enabled 
to live on the fruit of the soil. Then 
comes a drought. Famines have al- 
ways existed in India, and this is no 
new thing. Last year the rain failed.. 
A large part of the people are farmers, 
and when these men fail the laborer 
must also fail, as the latter class is 
dependent upon the 'farmer for sus- 
tenance. 


"Why, many people will ask, Is the 


call for money rather than for food? 
The reason is this: As soon as it was 
known, by reason of the rain failure, 
that a famine was imminent the grain 
merchants made arrangements to im- 
port the cheap grain that the people 
eat from other parts of India and from 
other countries. A flood of grain came 
into the land, and the people are buy- 
ing nothing else. 
Those who have 


money, no matter bow little, would not 
become victims of the famine. 


"If all the millions of people had had 


an income of 60 cents per month per 
capita, they would not have succumb- 
ed to the famine. But millions of the 
people do not have anything. Al- 
though there is grain in the land and 
its price is only double what it is or- 
dinarily in good times, the people can- 
not get the 2 cents a day necessary to 
purchase the amount of grain for sus- 
tenance. Thus these millions are at 
the point of death. Six millions of 
people are being cared for daily by 
the Indian government. There is no 
one to give them money but the gov- 
ernment and missionaries, the latter 
of whom are relieving Immense dis- 
tress. 


"The government has great relief 


camps where those able to work are 
paid according to the expense and 
the price of grain. That money ' or 
work and money are given is an impor- 
tant feature. It prevents the demorali- 
zation of the people. The government 
of India is keeping its promise. Every 
man, 
woman and child who comes to 


the relief camps is cared for. The 
reason why so many are starving is 
that the people living in homes .have 
no desire to leave them and go to the 
relief camp, and they do not start un- 
til it is too late. 


"Sometimes it is ignorance, and they 


flo not know of the camps. 
Others 


have a sense of pride and will not ac- 
cept alms from the government until 
the last minute, and then it is too late, 
find the food they partake of kills them, 
for their powers of digestion arft gone. 
The vernacular press of India—and it 
Is as free as the press of the United 
States—speaks in the highest terms of 
praise of the government in its efforts 
to save lives. 


"The starvation among the children 


la especially pitiful. Missionaries go 
out In the mornings and in tbe fields 
often find as many as 80 or 40 aban- 
doned little ones, partially devoured by 
Jackals, attacked in their weakness. 
Others are found and saved. The thou- 
sands who die at the relief camps can- 
not be charged to the government's 
fault. The government has no author- 
ity to furnish the many nurses required 
to give each sufferer the attention that 
should be proper. 


"The work of the missionaries Is 


merely supplementary to the work of 
the relief by the government. 
The 


missionaries give to those who are on 
their way to the relief camps and who 
are starving. They care for the infirm, 
tbe sick and the deserted children. The 
money that goes from you feeds the 
starving, relieves the children and 
keeps those who are trying t6 h&lp 
themselves. Every time a man, wom- 
an or child is helped he is told of 
Christ. I am certain that from this 
terrible famine a great good is going 
to come to India, for thousands o( 
those saved will be brought to Chris- 
tianlty."

QUESTION OF INDEPENDENCE. 


' The main consideration in the last 
feppeal of the Boer envoys to the Amer- 
ican people is the retention of the in- 
dependence of two South African re- 
publics. The envoys quote Vattel, a 
great authority on international law, 
in support of the argument that the in- 
dependence of a state conauered in 
war should not be at the mercy of the 
conqueror. No doubt this 
position 


would hold good in the large majority 
of cases, but it cannot be laid down 
as a position to be iradefatigably ac- 
cented. Sovereign nations in conflict 
over matters not vital to their national 
integrity will accept the position un- 
hesitatingly and the common sense of 
justice in the world wm force it ujjon 
them, but -when the national intesrrity 
of both parties to a dispute are at stake 
and where the independence of the one 
rests upon the subjection of the other 
the problem assumes an aspect which 
, precludes the dictum that the inde- 
pendence of a state defeated in war 
must not be at the mercy of the con- 
querer. This we believe to be the sit- 
uation !n South Africa. While the im- 
mediate cause of the auarrel between 
the Transvaal and Great Britain was 
the outtander's grievances it has be- 
come clear that Transvaal independ- 
ence i9 inimical to the peace of South 
Africa and dangerous to the independ- 
ence of the 
British colonies 
there. 


Therefore, it is solely a Question of 
which shall survive. This being true 
the conqueror has a right to reauire 
from the conquered such concession as 
will guarantee to the vrfmcrueror the 
safety of whatever rights he may be 
able to show are endangered, even to 
the concession of the independence of 
the conquered. The question is British 
independence or Transvaal independ- 
ence in South Africa.

CANADA'S LOSSES IN AFRICA

Epee fle Combat, *"* With It, 
Were the Combatant* So Inclined, 
SeriooB Injuries Co«ld Be Inflicted. 
Persons other than' E'rench ore wont 


to maintain in spite of the occasional 
pin pricks that the French duelists In- 
flict on on* another that French duel- 
lug Is a French farce. Put Frenchmen 
and sometimes other persons in sym- 
pathy with them insist upon being tak- 
en seriously, Sfcey insist that dueling 
•with s-worda, which is the real thing In 
French duels, is not child's play and 
that compared with it the old fashion- 
ed Anglo-Saxon resort to a "pair of 
fives" Is brutality not to be thought of 
by the scraping smirker of the boule- 
vards. 


The French habit of settling disputes 


by resort to duels with swords has de- 
veloped a national dueling weapon, the 
epee de combat, a long and strong 
blade wrth three triangular grooves 
tapering to a keen point, with edges 
that never are used save for defense. 
The hand Is protected with a broad, 
round guard shaped like the gong upon 
an alarm clock. The handle Is straight, 
with no other Incumbrance, and bal- 
anced by a heavy pommel which pro- 
jects beyond the w»| of the thumb 
when the weapon is ueld ready for a 
thrust 


It Is a modern development of the 


rapier with which Cyrano de Bergerac 
fought the bullies of Paris, It shows 
traces of its descent through the ele- 
gant court sword which was coming 
into being when D'Artagnan became a 
field marshal In the "Due de Brage- 
lonne." But Its hilt makes it impossi- 
ble for ordinary wear In Its present 
shape, and the epee de combat Is the 
weapon of the French duelist and of 
him alone. 


In 1888 General Boulanger and M. 


Floquet found it necessary to settle 
their differences ^ the sword's point 
The critics had not much difficulty in 
picking the winner between a civilian 
president of the chamber of deputies 
well advanced In years who had limit- 
ed his practice to sparrow shooting 
with a pistol and a "brav" general" hi 
the full ardor of his life whose sword 
was the symbol of his profession. Yet 
they were utterly mistaken. 


If M. Floquet was no swordsman, he 


was full of quiet pluck and common 
sense, and he practiced one stroke only 
the night before the fight A dozen 
times, though not too many to mate 
his old limbs stiff the next day, he 
might have been seen In a well known 
salles d'armes straightening his arm 
and raising his wrist until he could 
only Just see the point of his sword 
above and beyond the ball of his 
thumb. The next day Boulanger made 
a furious attack, with many stamps 
and nourishes. 
The little president 


stiffened his back, threw out his point, 
and the unlucky general impaled his 
neck upon the blade. Boulanger recov- 
ered, to die by his own hand after 
"Boulangism" had been discredited. 


"Harry Alls" of the Debats suffered 


much more quickly from the effects of 
the epee. His real name was Hlppolyte 
Percher, and in fighting a captain of 
Infantry on the lie de la Grande Jalte 
ajjout certain scandals connected with 
the French Kongo he was hit in the 
right armpit and bled to death. 


The duel fought by Catulle Mendes 


in May of 1899 was almost as serious, 
and it was caused while Bem.nardt 
was playing "Hamlet" by some fatu- 
ous quarrel over the physical develop- 
ment of the prince of Denmark. M. 
Vanor, Mendes' opponent was a fine 
swordsman and, sportsmanlike enough 
to recognize the double advantages he 
enjoyed, contented himself with parry- 
ing correctly. Catulle Mendes threw 
Himself on his adversary's point and 
was severely wounded in the stomach 
on almost the same ground where 
Percher had been killed several years 
before. 


It often is urged outside of France 


that French dueling consists in merely 
pricking your man in the hand or fore- 
arm, as the least disablement Is held to 
"satisfy the honor" of the combatants. 
But the hand and arm of an adversary 
are those parts of him which, are near- 
est to you and which you can reach 
with the least exposure of your own 
person. 


The wound that is produced by trans- 


fixing a hand, which may be protected 
only by the ordinary kid glove of social 
custom. Is not only totally disabling, 
but also extremely painful. 
Soldiers 


who have been shot in the palm Inva- 
riably collapse for a time with the 
acute agony produced by the rupture 
of so many delicate nerve centers. A 
thrust irtjthe forearm is equally effect- 
ive, for it disables all the muscles and 
ligaments that enable a man to hold 
and manipulate his sword. 


But though a fine duelist is always 


capable of these particular thrusts— 
and they are far more various than 
would be imagined at first sight—he 
has by no means exhausted his strokes 
when these have all been parried. At- 
tacks in what \p called the "lower line" 
are frequently successful and invaria- 
bly produce an awkward wound wh*>n 
they succeed. The throat is as vulner- 
able and as often attacked as is the 
chest, and it must be remembered that 
the entire body of each assailant is 
open to attack and obviously to injury.

in V8ontt Africa we being grad- 


ually brought borne to the people of 
this country by th» harrowing sto- 
ries contained lu letters from 
the 


survivors, says a Quebec dispatch to 
the New York Sun. The Royal Cana- 
dian regiment, which constituted the 
first of the contingent sent out by the 
Dominion to the aid of Great Britain 
in South Africa, baa been so decimated 
that an officer, who wrote from Wyn- 
berg on May 6, reports that the roll 
call that day showed only 374 men out 
of 1,035 who left Canada. Some com- 
panies had only one officer left. Though 
many Canadians left their bones on 
the different battlefields, the heaviest 
losses are those caused by disease, the 
deadly enteric fever having claimed 
an enormous number of victims. A 
very fcn'ge proportion of the cases 
prove fatal, and on the day that Cap- 
tain Bx)gere wrote the letter referred 
to 40 men had-been sent to the hospital 
and 70 more were to go on the follow- 
ing day. The Ottawa company of the 
regiment has been reduced to less than 
40 men. 


A Quebec volunteer writing home 


relates as illustrative of what the 
Canadians have had to endure that 
the hair of two or three of bis ac- 
quaintances, mere boys, has turned 
quite gray during the campaign and 
that others have lost their hair and 
become bald. 


The sufferings that have been borno 


by the Canadians in South Africa and 
the losses they have sustained have 
strengthened very materially the hands 
of those who condemn the Dominion 
authorities for having rushed In with 
offers of Canadian assistance to Great 
Britain in a cojjtest which Canada had 
nothing to do. To add to the misfor- 
tunes of the Canadians the queen's 
present of a box of chocolate, for each 
of which the owners could have ob- 
tained several sovereigns, was shipped 
by them for safe keeping to their 
homes in Canada, only to be lost at 
sea by the wreck on the Newfound- 
land coast of the vessel having them 
on board. 


Canada will give an immense demon- 


stration to those of her sons who re- 
turn from the war, but very naturally 
the enthusiasm will be tempered by 
the grief of those whose sons and 
brothers will not be among the return- 
ing ones. Already the cities of Hali- 
fax, 
Montreal and Quebec are clamor- 


Ing for the honor of being the port of 
disembarkation for the home com- 
ing troops. It is likely that Quebec 
will be selected, and that the Cana- 
dians will be sent home by way of 
England, where they will be made the 
object of a special demonstration.

UP TO DATE FUNERAL. 


Btodera Inventions of the Undertak- 


er Whicl* Are Growing: In Vtfvor. 
"Up to date funerals are being con- 


ducted in large cities," said Mr. W. B. 
Lane to a reporter of the Washington 
Post. "When I say up to date funer- 
als, I mean funerals that lose their re- 
pulsive features. It may sound incon- 
gruous to say that a burial can be 
pleasing. 
It !s a fact nevertheless. 


Grief over the death of a loved one is 
more manifest at the grave than at 
any other time. Why is this so? The 
Bight of the open grave, the bare earth, 
the noise of the earth as it strikes the 
cnsket cover, all produce an impression 
of horror. 


"The up to date funeral avoids many 


repulsive features. The grave is deco- 
rated with evergreen. The casket ia 
placed on an electrical appliance ma- 
nipulated by an atteijdant who stands 
away from the grave and is lowered by 
him. As the casket descends the ever- 
green covers the open space. At the 
head of the grave is erected a stand 
upon which is a glass urn. In this urn 
Is burru^i earth. When the minister 
reaches that part of the service where 
earth is dropped into the grave, he 
takes a handful of this burned earth. 
There is no noise as It descends. The 
grave is also sheltered by, a canopy. 
Matting Is laid from the grave to the 
roadway. 
Everything is done to re- 


move the idea that the place is to be 
the last home of the dead. Nothing la 
left undone to remove all the repulsive 
featuies."

MANY MORE THAN FIRST THOUGHT 


Additional State 
Officers 
Will Be 


Needed to Interview All in Time for 
Hearing. Mrs. Grant Communi. 


cates with the Prisoners 


Nothing more has been done by the 


stale officials in deciding1 whether or 
not to present the Reed murder case to 
the grand jury 
directly. 
As an- 


nounced yesterday, Attorney General 
Knowlton is expected to be in the city 
tomorrow, and after looking over the 
case, it is expected that he will consult 
with the district attorney, and that 
they will come to a decision. It is still 
believed that this will be done, how- 
ever. 


The state officers, in preparing the 


case for the hearing, have found that 
the number of witnesses to be called 
will be largely in excess of the num- 
ber first estimated. It Is probable that 
about 60 witnesses will have to be 
summoned for the prosecution. Addi- 
tional state officers will probably be 
put on the case next week, to see and 
interview all the witnesses. It is be- 
lieved that the case will occupy more 
than two days, however, and if the 
hearing is begun July 6, it would have 
to be continued over Sunday. 


The two prisoners remained as usual 


in the police station today. Neither 
seems to be worrying at all over the 
out come of the case. Mrs. Grant sent 
•a letter to the prisoner this morning. 
She has not grown stronger quite so 
rapidly as was hoped, and wiil probab- 
ly not be able to- visit her husband be- 
fore Sunday. 


Lawyer Niles said this morning1 that 


the defense was beginning to take 
shape, but that he could not tell how 
many witnesses would be called by the 
defense. 


The Spijjngfield Republican's Pitts-

The feeling is strong in Berkshire 


that Grant and Kins' will be well de-

As district attorney he had the prin-

He also had one 
or two capital cases in Springfield, and 
is thoroughly tamitiar tdth the prac- 
tice in such matters. He was senior 
counsel for Nathaniel Moseley the New 
Marlboro murderer, who was declared 
insane and sent to- the Bridsewater 
asylum. 


It is probable that Mr. Hibbard will 


be assigned as senior counsel with Mr. 
Niles, and if the men we inflicted and 
tried for the crime, the former will 
make the argument to the jury. He 
prepared most of the briefs in the Cov 
case, which was the first capital case 
ever tried before the auperlor court 
after the change in practice, and it 
went to the supreme court, where it 
was hard fought on law questions that 
arose at that time. 


Mr. Hibbard gave valuable aid to ex- 


Attorney General Pillsbury in the trial 
of Coy, putting in the evidence. Mr. 
Hibbard is known as one of the best 
lawyers on cross-examination in the 
county, and makes a careful studv of 
the case on the other side, so as "to 
know what he has to meet. Mr. Niles 
is one of the younger members of the 
bar, being about 25 years of age, with 
considerable criminal practice, both in 
the courts of Vermont and also in 
Berkshire. Mr. Niles bears a strong re- 
semblance to the late Gec^ge M. 
Stearns both in looks and speech, a 
fact which has been commented on by 
the Berkshire bar, and he Is a thorough 
student of the law and its technicalities 
It Is felt that the interests of the two 
accused men are in good hands with 
Messrs. Niles and Hibbard.

WAR TO LAST FOTt YEARS. 


Illinois Lieutenant Discusses the Na- 


tives ol tte Philippines. 


At the time of the call for volunteers 


to fill up the volunteer army for Phil- 
ippine sen-ice a large number enlisted 
from southern Illinois, especially in the 
Fortieth regiment Recently Lieutenant 
O. P. Robinson, In a letter to relatives 
at Carbondale, Ills., vividly describes 
the country and the inhabitants in 
northern Mindanao, -where the regi- 
ment has seen much service. 


"The Moros of the country immedi- 


ately surrounding Illgan, where our 
battalion is quartered," writes the lieu- 
tenant, "are ruled by a half dozen 
'dattos,' or chiefs, among whom the 
power is about equally divided. They 
are very peaceable and hold their 
'tSanggin,' or market, festival in Iligan 
and on the shores of the little river 
which flows by the_ town. The Moros 
•who visited the 'tianggin' today are 
much the same in appearance and 
dress as the Indians of the States. 
''It is not these people that the Span- 


lards have been compelled to fight 
from time to time, but the interior 
tribe.8. There lies, some miles away, 
the great lake of Llanao, landlocked 
by long ranges of mountains and evi- 
dently as impregnable to the entrance 
of civilization as to the introduction 
of commerce about,-its thickly popu- 
lated shores. 
The population is of 


Moro extraction, and the ferocity and 
love of strife are accounted for by the 
renegade and outlaw element, which 
for a century, has made Lake Llanao 
their rendezvous. Whenever a soldier 
of Spain wandered far enough from 
his fellows to make his murder possi- 
ble without immediate detection, he 
was slain, and the natural haven of 
refuge of his slayer was the Lake 
Llanao. The entire lake shore is one 
vast village. 
We occasionally have 


seen them "prepare for an inland raid 
and once were made the victims of 
the preparation'.' <• I cannot see how it 
will be possible"5for our government 
to subjugate these fearless savages for 
years to come."

Julian Ralph on HIa Experience In 


South Africa.

rica eagerly "to enjoy a little sport."

He has had a 
great deal more practical professional 
experience than has come to any other 
men in the other armies of the world, 
and yet—and here's the whole trouble- 
he feels no more like a professional sol- 
dier than before, says Julian Ralph in 
the London Daily Mail.

He sets the finest example of unwaver- 
ing patience and manly courage to a 
body of privates already richer in those 
qualities than any others in Europe, 
but he is thinking of the hounds, ol 
polo, of cricket, of Goodwood and As- 
cot, of anything except of making sol- 
diering his lifework and the ladder to a 
career.

The truth about 


Nowhere else in the world is there 


any position at once BO powerful and ao 
anomalous. 80 long as he remaini 
prime minister tbe premier of -the Unit* 
«d Kingdom is possessed of more real 
power (ban an> single individual, un- 
less it be «hs czar or the president of 
the United States. 


Yet, great aa is the power of prime 


minister, tho office bos no foundation on 
law. 
The prime minister is quite as un- 


known to tbo law as is the cabinet. If 
a legal pedant, blind to all foots not in 
tbo statutes or tbe textbooks of tbe 
common law, were asked to define tbe 
office of prim,e minister and to describe 
tbe cabinet, ha would be utterly at a 
loss. 


In theory the prime minister is only 


a privy councilor at tbe bead of a de- 
partment of 'state who is specially in 
the sovereign's confidence and who usu- 
ally presides at an informal gathering 
of certain of tbe privy councilors who 
happen to bold offices of state — a gath- 
ering which is called the cabinet. That 
is the furthest which the legal pedant of 
our thought would dare to go. Yet, of 
course, tbe prime minister is, in faot, 
far more than the mere chairman of the 
cabinet. 


The cabinet, no doubt, has a great 


4eal of power, but even if it were true 
once it is certainly not true now that 
England is governed by a committee of 
15 or 16 persons. 


The prime minister, as a rule, makes 


his cabinet. He is commissioned by the 
queen to form a cabinet, because he is 
the man whom she considers to possess 
the confidence of a majority of the house 
of commons. He forms his cabinet by 
asking certain members of the two 
houses to hold the great offices of state. 
He might do this in one day and with- 
out consulting agy one. 


As a matter of foot, what usually 


happens is this: As soon as tbe commis- 
sion to fdrm a government has been re- 
ceived, the prime minister takes into 
his confidence the two or three who will 
hold the chief offices, and they talk 
together over the other names. When a 
man is decided upon, he, aa a rule, 
joins the coneteue and helps to ooneult 
as to men andvplaoes, and so the cabinet 
gradually evolves itself. No doubt, as 
generally happens in this world, the 
prime minister's choice ia never really 
free. 


Certain men must be in the cabinet, 


whatever happens, and hence they may 
be said not to, be chosen by the premier, 
but to be ministers in their own right 
In spite, however, of this, the fact that 
they are asked to serve by the premier 
makes them feel bis superiority. When 
the cabinet is made, tbe theory of the 
unwritten constitution is that the cabi- 
net governs. In reality it seldom does 
anything of the kind. 


Each cabinet minister has very great 


power in his own department, but the 
cabinet as a cabinet can do little. Since, 
however, it knows everything that is 
going on it can exercise a great deal ol 
indirect power. Tho previous knowl- 
edge-that the majority of tbe cabinet 
would like or/ dislike a particular pol- 
icy has a great influence, but still tbe 
cabinet does not rule. The prime minis- 
ter summons, presides over and largely 
controls the cabinet meetings. If a va- 
cancy OOODVS, he fills it up, and so can 
promote from the lower to the higher 
offices. 


Then he can and does confer with bis 


colleagues in regard to tbe business oi 
their departments, and so has a bold 
upon the whole -machine of government. 
Sir Robert Feel' saw every member of 
his cabinet separately every day. Again, 
if there be a difference between two 
other members of tbe government, the 
premier decides. If there be an irrecon- 
cilable difference-between himself and 
a minister, it is the minister and noi 
tbe premier wboresigna. 


Lastly, the prime minister can, by re- 


eignfog himself, dissolve the whole min- 
istry. These things, small in them- 
selves, taken together, make tbe prime 
minister's position •what it is, He 
makes and can unmake a cabinet. He 
presides over it, and he baa the right 
to advise ia regard to every department, 
though this right is of ooozse seldom 
exercised, and be baa secured to him 
beforehand the support of the rank and 
file or of any cabinet if it comes to a 
struggle between him and a colleague, 
because the rank and file know that ii 
tbe premier ia beaten be baa It in hia 
power to upset the whole machine oi 
government. 


Hence the voices of those who wan! 


to keep in office are always found- on 
the Bide of the premier.— -Pearson"!

Held For Grand Jury 


The Boston & Albany station house 


at the Coltsville station on the North 
Adams branch was entered yesterday 
morning by two men who jimmied up 
a window at the ticket office, and re- 
moved the ease containing cash and 
tickets to a place behind the station 
where they were surprised by Station 
Agent Walter E. Prentice and Charles 
Snore who captured one of the men 
and turned him over to the Pittsfield 
police. The other man got away. 


Station Ageni Prentice has been in

hiViit of sleeping a.t the depot. 


Tuesday night he was- at the Junction 
until after 12 o'clock when he walked 
up the tracks of the railroad toward 
the depot., 


As he approached the depot 
ho 


thought he saw the flash of a match in 
the station. He waited a moment and 
saw the 
reflection of a man in the 


ticket office who had lighted the second 
match. The light of the match showed 
that the window of the oiiice facing the 
tracks was up. 


Prentice knew that burglars were in 


the office. 
He did not lose his head 


but went at once to the house of Char- 
les Snore who lives near by and quietly 
roused Snore out of bed. Neither of 
the men had a revolver but they de- 
termined to capture the men just the 
same.

When they returned to the station 


the mpn had left, but were overtaken 
near the freight house. They were seen 
extracting the money drawer from the 
case by removal of the back of the 
case. 


Prentice and Snore jumped forward 


and caught one of the men before he 
had the opportunity to escape, the 
other being farthest from the men 
jumped to his feet and ran like a deer 
for the woods north of the station. 


The captured man made quite a strug 


gle but the agent and Snore were too 
much for him arid he was marched 
back to the depot where he was guard 
ed until the Pittsfield police were noti- 
fied by telegraph of the capture and 
officers went out in a hack a"nd took 
the burglar in.

He said it 
was his intention to go to Pittsfield 
for work today. 


In view of the facts, the story told by 


Cain, which is probably not his right 
name, is a little thin. He was bound 
over to the July session of the criminal 
court in $500 bonds.

More Paper Railroads 


The directors of the Troy and New 


England railroad company is now en- 
gaged in promoting a union with other 
proposed traction companies. The plans 
prepared contemplate the operation of 
the Troy 
and New England road 


through the city, -and connection with 
the Troy and Williamstown trolley line 
on the east, the survey for which has 
been completed1 and Interchange of ser- 
vice with the Powers system north and 
west, which now runs from Waterford 
to Ivlechanicvllije, StHlwater, Green- 
wich and Schuylerville. Those back of 
this scheme say it is entirely feasible. 


There have been conferences between 


Joseph A. Powers of the Mechanicville 
and Stillwater line, Samuel Foster, rep- 
resenting the Troy and Williamstown 
line and directors of the Troy and New 
England. They say the project is a 
promising one, and that there is money 
back of it. While the plan may not 
materialize immediately it indicates the 
drift of thought in traction company 
circles toward union of lines.
